the structures involved tend to become 
smaller. The limbs shrink and some- 
times almost shrivel. The circulation be- 
comes sluggish. Blood drainage is equal- 
ly impeded. 

Thus we create a vicious circle. The 
less the limb is used, the less nourish- 
ment it receives and the less likelihood 
for its recovery. 

Here we have the keystone upon which 
treatment must be built—namely, usage. 

Those who understand passive and ac- 
tive exercise will grasp the meaning of 
this. There is no case of apoplexy where 
some degree of muscular contraction 
cannot be induced. Even though this 
muscular contraction be but a small 
fraction of an inch, it should neverthe- 
less be used. The patient should never 
go a day without taking several hours 
of as much motion as is possible in the 
paralyzed limb. This, however, need not 
be done entirely alone. Seldom is a pa- 
tient afflicted without having another 
member of the family able to assist him 
or her. 

This leads to what I call passive exer- 
cise, that is, the contraction of the limb 
induced by some other person.

ment. The forearm and the upper arm 
in the elbow, on the other hand, merely 
have a flexion and extension movement. 

The movement of every joint can 
easily be figured out by moving them 
in a healthy person. 

This, in essence, is the routine of pas- 
sive exercise in which every paralytic 
should indulge—not for a couple of min- 
utes a day but, I should say, for at least 
ten minutes every hour of the waking

Machines have been produced which 
induce slow, even, rhythmic, mild con- 
traction. A paralytic should get a treat- 
ment on this machine at least three or 
four times per week. 

Activity of the muscles is highly bene- 
ficial.

Finally, we must have a diet that will 
secure perfect elimination.

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PAINTING 


A strange, mysterious garden on the Kean floor. 


TALL, thin, distinguished-looking 

man slipped aboard a trans-Atlantic 
liner the other night and escaped the 
New York reporters who lay in wait for 
him. Earlier in the day one of these re- 
porters hid caught him on the telephone 
at his hotel, but he had begged to be en- 
cused from an interview. When the re- 
porter arrived at the hotel, five minutes 
later, the man had fled. 

He was running from his own fame. 
For Zarh Pritchard is the first man who 
has ever descended below the surface of 
the ocean and there, with no greater 
protection than a diver’s helmet, painted 
the glories of the ocean floor. His 
strange, pale, beautiful pictures of land- 
scapes under the sea have delighted the 
throngs who have viewed them. He has 
been called one of the most remarkable 
artists alive. 

Recently his fame as an artist received 
fresh impetus when he won, without 
seeking it, the patronage of the most 
powerful magnate in the world of art, 


Sir Joseph Duveen. But Zarh Pritchard 


refuses to climb into his niche. 


“I am not an artist at all,” he pro- 
tests. “I am a naturalist who happens 
to be a painter.” 

A curious story lies behind this protest, 
the story of a man, whose hopes have 
suffered and died and been born again. 
Tragedy, courage in the midst of tragedy, 
then penury, perseverance, and, at last, 
magnificent success—these are the 
themes woven into the tale. He was 
called mad because he wanted to descend 
into the ocean and paint the glories of 
the ocean floor. Everybody laughed at 
him. No one had faith in him For 


cwenty years he endured the ridicule of 


men. What wonder he cares nothing for 
their praise! 


In order to achieve his purpose he has 


risked his life so often that the risk 
has grown monotonous. Day after day 
he has submerged himself from fifteen 
to sixty-five feet, where the merest mis- 
hap or the slightest miscalculation would 
have brought death by drowning. He 
has worked in peril of sharks and stinga- 
rees and amid the annoyance of smaller 
fish that swarmed about him. Once he 
was attacked, before he could get away, 
by a gigantic fish, larger than a tarpon. 
As it flashed suddenly beside him in the 
sunlit sea, its back was a lovely golden 
green, but its short, thick snout was 
vicious. It ripped through the painter's 
canvas, knocked the painter down with 
its tall, and then, fortunately, continued 
its course as if nothing unusual had hap- 
pened. 
Submarine dangers and the ridicule of 
men were not all Mr. Pritchard's 
troubles. He had also to invent a new 
art medium that would reproduce cor- 
rectly the unique qualities of the under- 
sea. For below the surface the water 
forms an all-surrounding veil. At a 
depth of twenty-five feet luminosity is 
equal to a suniess day, and without the 
glare of full daylight. The undersea 
colors are low in tone, and all the lines 
and forms are blurred and feathery. 
William Beebe, the author, who has 
himself made many undersea’ descents, 
says that the pale yet brilliant “myriad 
greens of the ocean floor are accented 
by purple, orange and yellow. Shimmer- 
ing over all is sun-pierced sea water, fad- 
ing in shadows to dim aquamarine .and 
amethyst. We need a whole new vocabu- 
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lary, new adjectives, to describe the 
varied designs and colors.” 

Ordinary canvas will not catch these 
elusive tints and shapes. A special canvas 
had to be found, and a special method of 
applying the paints. After long experi- 
ment, Mr. Pritchard discovered that calf- 
skin leather could be prepared so that it 
would render the subtle lights and 
shadows and the hazy, veil-like blur 
which under water takes the place of at- 
mosphere. That his means are satisfac- 
tory is attested by professional divers, 
who, when they have viewed his pictures, 
have smiled knowingly and sald laconi- 
cally: 

“That's it.” 

To those of us who have never walked 
om the floor of the ocean and whose m- 
terest in the paintings is artistic rather 
than factual, these submarine landscapes 
resemble purplish medieval castles, 
blue-shadowed cathedrals, cloud-misty 
mountains, bluffs, canyons, dark green 


tunnels, mysterious caverns and dim, un- 


earthly gardens filled with every variety 
of fantastic plants. Yet it is said that 
each scene is so closely true to nature 
that scientists are able to study it as if 
it were nature itself. 

Exactitude is what Mr. Pritchard has 
sought. He has not attempted to pro- 
duce art, but to reproduce nature. If 
people want to think his paintings artis- 
tic, they need not tell him about it. Once, 
when he was young, he aspired to be an 
artist, but the critics condemned his ef- 
forts and he changed his vocation. He 
has never since dreamed of art. He ha» 
remained a painter, but he has become a 
scientific naturalist. 

It was the condemnation of the critics 
that caused the hot-hearted hopes of his 
youth to suffer and die. But that story 
really begins several years previously, 
with his boyhood days along the coast of 
the Firth of Forth. Born in Madras, In- 
Gig, beside the Bay of Bengal, young 
Pritchard was sent to school in Scotland 
at the age of ten. 

Already the lure of the undersea’ was 
in his blood, for he introduced among 
his scholomates a game of diving into 
the Firth of Forth while weighted down 
with sandbags. To sink deeper and deep- 
er into the water and then throw off the 
sandbags at the last second was exciting 
sport. The Scotch boys liked it because 
it was dangerous. But the English boy 
from India liked it because he thus 
could spend almost a minute at a time in 
a marvelous world that seemed scarcely 
a part of our planet. 

His sensitive eye noted the thousand 
new colors and the delicate harmony of 
tints which direct sunlight would have 
made garish. Ever thereafter he was to 
be haunted by the undersea. He was to 
yearn for its pale, pastel beauty as other 
men yearn for home. 

So strong was his passion for the wa- 
tery world that at eighteen he resolved 
to put some of it on canvas. First, he 
studied painting. Then, renewing in 
earnest his boyhood game, he flung him- 
self into the ocean to study submarine 
life. As he was without a diver’s helmet, 
he could remain under water only from 
thirty to forty-five seconds. Each time 
he emerged he swam hurriedly ashore 
and sketched from memory what he had 
viewed. 

Again and again he weighted himself 
down with sandbags and sank himself 
undersea. Twenty, thirty, forty descents 
were necessary to complete one sketch. 
In this manner he managed to secure 
half a dozen sketches, from which he 
made, on land, finished pictures. BHager- . 
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ly he took these paintings to the London 
critics. But they did not recognize the 
fact that he had opened a novel and 
wonderful field in art. They did not 
realize that he had done something that 
no man had done before. 

“You paint for London as if you 
thought it were inhabited by fishes,” 
they told him. “Go home and paint 
something that people like to see.” 

che lad was heart-broken. In his dis- 
appointment he even thought of suicide. 
His funds were gone and the work on 
which he had emptied his purse was 
worthless. He was reduced to living on 
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a cup of cocoa and a penny loaf a day. 
Finally, in what might have proved a 


. cheered his mind to such an extent that 
* when she appeared in a robe designed 
tor a sea-sorceress, he noticed that her 
costume was wrong. He determined to 
tell her what was needed. That night, 
as she left the theater, he tried to speak 
to her, but her elegant escort shoved him 
aside. Next day, after he had waited five 
hours in the lobby of her hotel, she sent

him word that she could see him that 
evening at the theater. Talking with 
her of his beloved undersea, he forgot 
his sadness, his weariness, his hunger. 
And Bernhardt did not cry, “Monstrous!” 
“Before he had spoken twenty words,” 
says one of his friends, Bernhardt's en- 
. thusiasm was as great as his own. In 
five minutes she had ordered Cleopatra's 
jeweled sea-gown from the designs he 
made on scraps of paper. She saw how

rare was his knowledge of the ocean: 


and she probably saw that he was poor 


in everything save knowledge, for she 


gave him that night $100 as an advance 


on the costume that was to resemble the 
sea. When he told her that he had made 
pictures of the world beneath the water, 
Bernhardt’s imagination was kindled. 
She asked to look at them. Next day, 


when he took them to her dressing-room, 


she purchased two of them instantly.” 

After that Mr. Pritchard could have 
remained in London and earned a hand- 
some living as a designer. But he had 
turned his back on art. And he was 
haunted by the sea; its lure was upon 
him stronger than ever. He stayed in 
London only long enough to earn funds 
to take him to tropical waters. 

One day the fishes of Tahiti were sur- 
prised by an intruder who came plunging 
down into their domain. His eyes were 
covered with goggles. In one hand he 
held a heavy glass slab wrapped in wa- 


terproof paper. Around his waist was a 


belt filled with tubes of waterproof paint 
as a bandoleer is filled with cartridges. 
An enormous rock was tied loosely to his 
feet. 


he had begun to sketch the softly bril- 
Uant salmon-pink pillars of coral reef 
before him. A minute later he shook his 
feet loose and departed upward into the 
glittering sapphire heaven beyond the 
ken of fishes. Again and again he plunged 
into the crystal water and sketched from 
the same spot. The task required in- 
credible, almost superhuman patience, 
but he was determined to reproduce the 
coral scene correctly. 

Later he managed to afford a diver's 
helmet. Thereafter he could remain on 
the ocean floor for two hours at a time; 
take down an iron easel and sketch with 
ever closer exactitude the glories under- 
sea. He chose peaceful spots in the 
warm, watery inclosures of coral, where 
there were no currents like strong winds 
to disturb him. On days when the sea 
was too rough for descent he painted in 
his studio, transcribing permanently up- 
on his specially prepared leather the 
sketches he had made. The natives of 
the island watched him paint with won- 
der. Many of them had seen Gaugin 
when he was painting there, but this 
man brought pictures out of the sea. 

When Mr. Pritchard had finished some 
fifty paintings of, Tahiti’s coral gardens 
he set out for California to show his 
work to American scientists. David 
Starr Jordan, the noted ichthyologist, saw 
them and was amazed. John Burroughs, 
the naturalist, sat gazing atethem hour 
after hour for seven consecutive days, 
Jack London said: “Your beautiful work 
has made me homesick for the South 
Seas. Beautiful it is, and full of won- 
der.” 

But the painter who would not be an 
artist was to suffer tragedy again. With- 
in a few weeks his fifty triumphant pic- 
tures were destroyed in the San Fran- 
cisco fire. 

There was nothing to do but start all 


over again. Rejurning at once to Tahiti, 


Almost before he had touched bottom

he completed nearly a hundred. paint- 
ings, many of which since have been ac- 
quired by .scientific institutions and by 
naturalists, geologists and oceanogra- 
phers. Afterward, he painted off the 
coasts of Japan, Brazil and Calffornia. 
Last winter he spent several months 
along the Florida keys. Among his latest 


works are a series of undersea murals re- 


cently installed at the American Museum 
of Natural History. - 


Only once has Mr. Pritchard given an 
interview. Discussing his extraordinary 
occupation, he said: “The coloring be- 
neath the ocean is all in the lowest 
tones, merging from deep indigo and 
purple into the higher, delicate tints of 
pale greens, grays and yellows. Rocks 
and cliffs in the dim light assume an ap- 
pearance of inconceivable size. Many 
times I have been startled by what 
seemed to be rivers flowing between coral 
buttes and would listen for the sound of 
waters, which I felt sure would be heard. 
But, as I approached these ‘rivers,’ I 
found that they were only clean sand 
washed down by the action of the tides. 


In some instances the effect was that of 


wonderful waterfalls. 


“When undersea one is amazed to find 
that the surface of the water has become 
a mirror, reflecting everything below it 
and shutting out the whole upper world. 
The absolute silence is thrilling. Forma- 
tions under water seem to be resting 
upon deep, blue air. Lobsters, sharks 
and tunas have browsed at my feet and 
chased one another around my dwer's 
helmet. These creatures are absolutely 


without fear of man. b.cause they have 


never met him in their world. 

“They seem to be inquisitive and peer 
over my shoulders at my picture exactly 
as if they were curious bystanders on 
land. When bits of paint float away 
from my tubes, the fish dart after them 
and gobble them up—and wish they 
hadn’t! Sometimes fish eight or ten feet 
long have come quite close to me. But 
they are usually no bother, I have to be 
careful, that's all. A tiny mistake be- 
cause a fish has come too near, and the 
whole sketch is spoiled. A submarine 
painter can make no alterations.” 

Today Mr. Pritchard knows the ocean 
floor better, perhaps, than any other 
man. And its lure is «till upon him. 
What if men praise his art at the top of 
their lungs? He will not hear. He will 
be submerged somewhere in blue-green 
water, sketching directly from nature, as 
an aid to science, the strange, pale, 
beautiful landscapes under the sea.
